The Mr, Vcrnon Ladies' asy 
sociation has held its annual convention, which 
always starts the argument among "Washingtor.- 
ians: Should visitors pay to see the home of the 
Father oC the Country?

ment buy ML Vernon and throw open-the doors 
free to every- one? 
Along with this perennial 


argument, now at its height, comes the usual bill 
giving the Government the right nnd the money 
to buy tho sacred homestead. 


But this time a new idea is injected into the 


stereotyped proceedings. 
Citizens are 
writing 


forcefully to the papers urging that congress buy 
Jamestown, the first permanent English settle- 
ment in America. 


This naturally has brought up the question ot 


whether the United States should not own a num- 
ber of our most venerated landmarks and keep 
them in good condition and accessible 
to the 


public without admission fees.

Washington's adopted son and General Lee lived 
there, and such famous persons as Lafayette were 
entertained'at Arlington House. 
Yet there is 


scarcely a souvenir left there, most of the valuable 
relics having boon removed to Mt. Vernon and to 
the national museum. 


In the hands of a historic society, 
Arlington 


j might 'have proved a magnet for souvenirs and 
might today be as1 vivid a reminder of Colonial 
life as Mt. Vernon.

house. The Lincoln house contains a fine collec- 
tion ot Lincoln mementos, but these relics be- 
long to O. H. Oldroyd. 
Alter the property was 


bought by tho government, an arrangement was 
made that Mr, Oldroyd was to live there to look 
alter the place, and In return permission 
was 


given him to display his collection for an admis- 
sion fee.

This plan has worked well, as Mr. Oldroyd, an 


ardent admirer of Lincoln, takes innnlte pains in 
earir.g for his collection. 
It has. however, the 


undesirable but necessary feature ol an admis- 
sion charge. 
Mr. Oldroyd has several times of- 


fered his collection to the government 
for 
a 


candidate lor governor o£ Wisconsin in the j reasonable sum, but no action has- ever 
been 


taken.- If the relics were brought, the subsequent 
expense to the Government would consist only 
in increasing tt-.e usual small arrnual appropria- 
tion, for cn.ro of the property, enough to pay a 
curator's salary.

mission telling the railroads what they should 
and should not charge, and a state railroad com.-' 
mission overseeing utility operation, than there 
is why tho coal mines should be. under the 
same regulatory laws. Actual government own- 
ership need not follow. It would take too much 
Investment to acquire the mines and the loss that 
has usually followed operation, of any business 
by the government would certainly -come. 
But 


tho price' o£ coal, ^ho rates for delivery can be 
regulated just as are transportation charges at the 
present time. 
. ' 


At the congressional hearing last fall on coal 


it was disclosed that tho coal sold at Newport 
News for war vessels at $21 a ton was delivered 
to cars t. o, b. at West Virginia for S3.91 a. ton. 
Nothing came .or ths investigation, .at the time. 
Other mine costs went as low as 
51.30 and 


coal iiold for ?7.50 to ?10 a ton delivered at such 
mine costs. 
Every year we confront exactly the 


uame situation in reference to coal. This year coal 
is piled up on the docks at head o£ tho.lakes and 
nt port .towns elsewhere, but no one seems to "be 
buying. It is a strike of the public against what 
they assume to bo an exhorbitant price. Mr. 
Elaine's answer to Mayor Baxter will not solve 
tho present situation in tho least. When fuel is 
short it will hardly serve to keep the home fires 
burning by prattling of theories.
